A Local Union Executive, Board shall not have 
the authority to bind the Local Union for personal 
services to be rendered to the Local Union or its 
Executive Board, such as, but not limited to, legal, ac- 
counting, consulting, public relations and editorial 
services, by contract, agreement or otherwise, beyond 
the expiration of the term of the Executive Board in 
office at the time such action is taken. This shall not 


prevent a Local Union Executive Board from entering 


into a ‘bona fide collective bargaining agreement with 
another union covering Local Union employees. 


COMMITTEE CO-CHAIRMAN MATHIS: It carries a 
recommendation for its adoption, Mr. Chairman. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Mike 6. 


DELEGATE DON HAGER, Local Union 654: Move for 
adoption.

Local Unions whose membership is composed 
substantially of seasonal workers in the seasonal food 
industry shall provide for the nominations and election 
of officers during the peak of the season or, in the al- 
ternative, if the nominations and election are to be held 
at the time set forth herein, shall be governed by the 
following rules with respect to eligibility to vote: such 
seasonal workers who (1) were in regular employment 
during some period of the twelve (12) months prior to 
the election and (2) produce satisfactory evidence that 
their dues were paid up through the last month of em- 
ployment shall be eligible to nominate and vote. Such 
members of such Local Unions must be permitted to 
continue to pay dues during periods of seasonal layoff. 
Any disputes with respect to the applicability of this 
provision, in any particular circumstances, shall be fi- 
nally resolved by the General President.

(e) During the period between the date of election and 
the end of the term of office no- extraordinary 
expenditures ef Local Union funds shall be made 
without the approval of the officers-elect and the mem- 
bership. 


COMMITTEE CO-CHAIRMAN MATHIS: It carries a 
recommendation of adoption. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Mike 5. 


DELEGATE THOMAS GRIFFITH. Local Union 776: I’m 
President of Local 776, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. I would like 
to thank the Committee for recognizing duly-elected officers. I 
move for adoption of the motion. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Thank you. 
Mike 4. Mike 4. 


DELEGATE JANIE ELLIOTT, Local Union 237: I second 
that motion. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: It’s been regularly 
moved and seconded for the adoption of the motion. Question 
being called for. Any discussion 


DELEGATE ABE FERREIRA, Local Union 145: Yes, rm 
Secretary-Treasurer of Local 145, Bridgeport, Connecticut. Td 
like to thank the International and, also Joint Council 64 of the 
Eastern Conference for the fact that when I took office just five 
months ago — and this being put into the constitution is a big 
help to me with all the trouble I had in the local when I took 
over.

Business Agents 


Section 8. The Business Agents and Assistant 
Business Agents of a Local Union may be appointed in 
the manner provided in the Local Union Bylaws. 
Appointed Business Agents or appointed Assistant 
Business Agents may be removed at will only by the ap- 
pointing authority. Business Agents and Assistant 
Business Agents may be elected in the same manner as 
officers are elected provided that the Local Union 
Bylaws adopted at the time of the adoption of this the 
1981 Constitution contained provisions permitting such 
election. Elected Business Agents may be removed only 
according to the trial procedures set forth in this Con- 
stitution or Local Union Bylaws. After the date of 
adoption of this the 1981 Constitution, no Local Union 
may amend its Bylaws to provide for the election of 
Business Agents, Assistant Business Agents, or other 
Local Union employees other than the officers com- 
prising the Local Union Executive Board. 


COMMITTEE CO-CHAIRMAN MATHIS It carries the 
recommendation of adoption. Mr. Chairman. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Mike 10. 


DELEGATE FRANK VERCILLO, Local Union 726: I make 
a motion that we adopt.

Appointed business agents Or appointed assistant business 
agents may be removed at will by the appointing authority.”

GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Are you going to 
second the — . 


DELEGATE AQUINO: No, I’m not going to second it. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Then, I don’t want a 
discussion on it until we have a second. We may not have a 
second. f 
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All right. Mike 12 We'll have a second. Mike 12. 


DELEGATE FRED LANSINK, Local 213: Vancouver, 
Canada. I'd like to second the motion in the name of 
democracy. 

GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: The motion has been 
made and seconded. There’s a request on the floor for a 
discussion.

DELEGATE ALLAN: Yes, Mr. President. Fellow delegates, 
many of our locals now have elected business agents, as Local 
208 does, but the" 1981 convention. took away that right of other 
locals to switch to ‘elected business agents, rather than ap- 
pointed business agents. This amendment will return to our 
locals the right to change the elective system. They can do this 
only by a two-thirds vote of the members to change the local 
bylaws.

SAVING CLAUSES 

Section 1. The provisions of this Constitution relating 
to the payment of dues, assessments, fines or penalties, 
etc., shall not be construed as incorporating into any 
union-security contract those requirements for good 
standing membership which may be in violation of ap- 
plicable law, nor shall they be construed as requiring 
any employer to violate any applicable law. However, 
all such financial obligations imposed by or under this 
Constitution and Local Union Bylaws (and in con- 
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formity therewith) shall be legal obligations of the 
members upon whom imposed and enforceable in a 
court of law. 

The General Executive Board is authorized to adopt 


any plan or arrangement relating to such requirements 


and obligations which may be imposed by applicable 
law.

READING OF ELECTION RULES 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: At this time I want to 
call on the reading clerk, Chuck Piscitello, to read Article IV, 
Section 2 of the International Constitution, and also Rules 18, 
27 and 28 that were previously adopted by this convention. 
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Chuck, come on up here. 


I would like to have a supporting motion made to suspend 
the rules where we will only have a one-hour recess for lunch 
instead of two.

DELEGATE JOE BERNSTEIN, Local 781: Move that we 
suspend the rules, or whatever it is, for a one-hour lunch. 

GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Thank you.

GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER.: It has been regularly 
moved and seconded for the adoption of the motion. 

There is a question being called for. 

Is there any discussion? 

No discussion. 

All in favor of the motion signify by saying aye. 

Opposed. 

The ayes have it. Unanimously approved. Thank you, 
motion carried. ‘ ! 

Chuck Piscitello will now read what was read into the record. 

READING CLERK PISCITELLO: Thank you, Mr. 
Chairman. 

Election of Officers. Article IV, Section 2. 

All nominations for International offices shall be made in 
open convention. 


Elections for the offices of General President, General 
Secretary-Treasurer and Trustees shall be by roll call where 
there is more than one candidate for any office; no roll call vote 
shall be necessary where there is only one candidate for such 
office, and such candidate shall be declared elected. It shall re- 
quire a plurality of all votes cast to constitute an election. This 
shall not apply to trustees, but in their election each delegate 
must vote for three candidates for Trustees and the three 
candidates receiving the highest number of votes shall be de- 
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clared elected. No roll call vote shall be necessary where only 
three candidates are nominated for trustees, and the three 
candidates shall be declared elected. 


Election for each of the offices of Vice President shall be by 
division of the house. 


By “Division of the House” is meant the following: 


The Chairman will first call for a show of hands among only 
those delegates who have been elected by secret ballot vote in 
their local unions as required by law. The names of the 
candidates for the office shall be called in the order of their 
nomination. If the Chairman is in doubt after such show of 
hands, or if a head count is requested by at least 50 delegates, 
the Chairman shall name tellers to count the vote. The dele- 
gates shall be called upon to rise to vote in favor of their 
candidates, in the order that the candidates were nominated. 
Each candidate shall be entitled to designate one observer to 
accompany each teller while the standing votes are being 
counted. The tellers shall report the results to the Chairman 
who shall then declare the successful candidate based upon such 
results. Objections to the election shall be made immediately 
upon the announcement of the resuits. The Chairman shall rule 
on such objections, subject to appeal to the convention. 


No division of the house, as above set forth. shall be 
necessary where there is only one candidate for the office. and 
the candidate shall be declared elected. It shall require a 
plurality of all votes cast to constitute an election. 


Candidates must accept nomination in person at the time 
made or, if absent, by written acceptance filed with the General 
Secretary-Treasurer one day prior Io nominations, and a 
candidate may accept nomination for one International Union 
office only. 


All officers shall be installed on the last day of the convention 
and assume their official duties immediatly following the 
adjournment of the convention. 


RULE 18 


Nominations shall be first conducted for the office of General 
President, General Secretary-Treasurer. and the three trustees. 
If, after such nominations are closed. there is. in fact. more than 
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one candidate for the office of General President, or more than 
one candidate for the office of General Secretary-Treasurer. or 
more than three candidates for trustees, then the General 
Secretary-Treasurer shall conduct a single roll call vote for each 
contested office. taking the vote of each delegate for each such 
contested office on one roll call. ` 


In other words. as each delegate’s name is called, he will be 
asked to vote first on his choice for General Secretary- 
Treasurer, if contested. and finally, if there are more than three 
candidates for trustee he will vote on his choice for three of 
such candidates. 


EI 


` RULE 27 


Only delegates who are properly accredited and duly elected 
by secret ballot may remain on the floor of the convention 
during the nomination and election of officers. 


Delegates who are not attending this convention as the duly 
elected representatives of their local union, which means that 
those general organizers, international representatives, 
international auditors, joint council delegates and area confer- 
ence delegates who are not representing their local unions at 
this convention, must leave the floor prior to the 
commencement of nominations. Only those international 
officers, representatives and delegates who are qualified under 
existing law shall be entitled to vote in the election of officers. 


In the event that a roll call is required, local unions will be 
called in numerical order and delegates must vote with their 
local unions. 


RULE 28 


Each candidate must be nominated from the floor by a 
delegate to the convention and at least one delegate must 
second the nomination from the floor. 


The delegate making the nomination shall be permitted to 
address the convention for no more than five minutes. Each 
nominee may have his or her nomination seconded by a 
maximum of two delegates, each of whom may address the 
convention for no more than one minute. 
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Candidates must accept nomination in persoon at the time 
made or, if absent, by written acceptance filed with the General 
Secretary-Treasurer at least one day prior to nominations. 


A candidate may accept nomination for one international 
union office only. A candidate is not entitled to address the 
convention concerning his nomination after being nominated, 
other than to advise the chair of his or her intention to accept 
or reject the nomination. 


Any potential nominee may advise the chair, in writing, at 


least one day prior to nomjnations, of the delegate or delegates 


who will nominate and/or second his or her nomination. 


That is the reading for the election of officers. Thank you, 
Mr. Chairman. (Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Before I turn this gavel 
over. I want to make a request in respect to our General 
Executive Board. 


This is your union. This morning’s headlines said we rejected 
reform. Newspapers across the country have written, television 
sets have put on the entire proceedings of this convention, 
because we provided them with the tapes that were necessary to 
see this convention and the proper democratic fashion in which 
it has been run. 


I have waited a long time, as many of you have waited, to let 
our 1.9 million members know once and for all that this is a 
democratic union. d 


You will never get a better chance than today to show the 
whole world that we are going to stay here. We are going to let 
America know that. If we are one union, if we are a minority or 
if we are a majority, do not leave this arena today without 
casting your vote. You have been sent here to do that. 


I think it has to be expressed to the American people that we 
are not only the number one union in America, in North 
America, but we are the number one union in democracy as 
well. (Applause) 


At this time I will now turn the gavel over to First Vice 
President Joseph Trerotola. 
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All of our Teamster press, all of our Joint Council 
representatives, our conference representatives, International 
‘auditors or International organizers who do not belong on this 
floor, please remove yourselves and be up into the areas where 
you can watch and observe the process of this election. We do 
not want anybody on this floor that does not have the right to 
vote.

DELEGATE NOLEN J. LeBLANC, Local 270: Mr.

V. Durham for trustee to our great international union. R. V. 
become a Teamster in 1950, 36 years ago. Become a local 
officer in 1960, Secretary-Treasurer of Local 319. Greensboro. 
North Carolina. Became President and principal officer in 1969. 
and continues to hold that position today. He became President 
of Joint Council No. 9, North and South Carolina, in 1969, and 
served until 1973, at which time he resigned to accept a posi- 
tion with the International Union. He was appointed as IBT 
Safety Director in 1973, and continues to hold that position or 
to serve in that position today. 
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Appointed in November, 1985. as International Trustee by 
General President Jackie Presser to fill a vacancy, the action 
was unanimously approved by the General Executive Board. In 
addition to the above positions, R. V. has held or continues to 
serve — he has been appointed by Presidents Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter to the National Highway Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee; nomination by Gerald Ford to the Isometric 
Committee: named by Secretaries of Transportation, both 
Democrat and Republican, to serve on many, many 
committees. one of them being the National Motor Carrier Ad- 
visory Committee.

I want to thank my entire Executive 
Board, and their lovely wives, my wife Cindy, my General 
Secretary-Treasurer Mathis, and of course, all of the delegates to 
this convention. 


I thank all of you from the bottom of my heart. 


And I want to thank all of those who have helped carve out 
the history of this great union, the real foot soldiers of this 
International Union who have made us look so good. And I 
want to thank them for the 14 to 16-hour days and nights and 
weekends they have worked so hard to make you and I have a 
wonderful convention. 


As I, and the General Executive Board, our local union 
leaders, Joint Councils and Conference Leaders, embark on 
what we in labor know will be a very hard five years ahead of 
us, I can only hope and pray for that new day that we in the la- 
bor movement in America deserve.

SECOND VICE PRESIDENT 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now declare 
nominations open for the office of Second Vice President. 


Delegate Elton Schade, Local 372, asked for the mike. 
Mike 1. 


DELEGATE ELTON L. SCHADE, Local 372: Mr. 
Chairman, my name is Elton Schade. I am a delegate from 
Local 372 in Detroit, Michigan, and Secretary-Treasurer of 
Teamsters Joint Council 43 in Michigan. 
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The candidate I am about to nominate for the office of 
Second Vice President needs no introduction to this delegation 
because he has universal following throughout this great 
international union. The list of his achievements and the es- 
teem in which he is held by his fellow men stands as a 
monument to a man who, despite the position he holds or has 
held, never forgot where he came from or lost the common 
touch. 


He has spent virtually his entire adult work life in the service 
of workers and their families. 


My candidate became Local 337’s first Secretary-Treasurer 
when it was chartered in 1937.

He serves our International Union and its members as 
Chairman of the National Warehouse Division, and in May of 
1983 General President Presser, in recognizing his leadership 
qualities, named him as the Director of the Central Conference 
of Teamsters. 


He has served this Union in Detroit, the State of Michigan, 
and the government of the United States in various appointed 
capacities over the years. He enjoys wide acclaim as a 
nationwide troubleshooter when labor disputes exist, not only 
those that exist within the Teamsters Union, but within other 
unions as well. 


This man has also devoted his time and seemingly boundless 
energy to helping those who are less fortunate than he. Of his 
many civic achievements he is singularly proud of his efforts as 
a member of the United Negro College Fund Executive Board 
and his charter membership in the Teamsters black caucus. He 
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has lent his support and name as an honoree for dinners to 
raise money for the State of Israel, Boys Town of Italy, and 
other charitable products. 


We are very proud of Bobby Holmes in the State of 
Michigan. We in the State of Michigan know that you are very 
proud of Bobby Holmes throughout the United States and 
Canada. 


Ladies and gentlemen, take care of this man. Hold him 
gently in the palm of your hand for he may not be yours to 
_ hold forever. š 


Delegates to this great International Convention, it is my 
privilege and honor to place in nomination the name of the 
Second Vice President of this International Union, Bobby 
Holmes.

It is a great pleasure for me to second the nomination of 
Bobby Holmes. I came to know Bobby best when he was 
National Warehouse Division Director, but to list some of the 
facts about Bobby Holmes, he is really the epitomy of a dedi- 
cated trade unionist. 


He joined the Yorkshire Coal Miners Union on his 14th 
birthday 60 years ago. He has been a delegate to every 
convention Since 1940. He has been a member of the Teamsters 
since 1932. 


He has been the principal officer of Local Union No. 337 
since 1937. He became Joint Council 43 Trustee in 1938, 
served there as Secretary-Treasurer and then the President for 
the last 30 years, 


He was National Warehouse Division Director, where I was 
serving on his Policy Committee, where I became a good friend 
of his and learned through his counsel and advice.

DELEGATE ALFRED SINGELAS, Local 25: General 
President Presser, General Secretary-Treasurer Mathis, 
members of the General Executive Board, delegates and guests: 


I am happy and extremely proud to stand before you today 
to nominate a well respected and dedicated Teamster for Third 
International Vice President. The gentleman I am nominating 
has shown from an early age that he has the leadership abilities 
and the intellectual tools necessary for the job. 


Elected as Business Agent for his Local Union 25 at age 27, 
he became President of the Local in 1956 and still holds that 
position today. 

As a native Bostonian he knows his members and his 
community well, as witnessed by his election to Secretary- 
Treasurer, then to President of Teamsters Joint Council 10, 
covering five New England States. 


His familiarity with the region’s industries and his 
commitment to workers’ rights earned him an appointment as 
an International Organizer in 1967. This trade unionist’s vision 
is attested by his role in establishing the New England Team- 
sters Pension Fund, which has grown dramatically under his 
direction. He also chairs the Health and Welfare Fund for Local 
25. 


Highly respected by government officials and others familiar 
with his record and knowledge of the subject, he serves on the 
Massachusetts Council’s Advisory Committee on labor- 
management relations. 


A man of charity and compassion, he has lent his support to 
a variety of causes, including the United Way, the National 
Easter Seal Society. He is also Chairman of the Scholarship 
program for both Local 25 and Joint Council 10. 
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I am very honored to be the one to nominate William J. 
McCarthy to continue as an International Vice President, an 
office he has served so happily since 1969. 


(Standing ovation) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now recognize 
Delegate John Amaral, Local 251, for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination. Mike 3. 


DELEGATE JOHN AMARAL, Local 251: Mr. President. 
John Amaral, President and business agent of Local 251 in 
Providence, and Vice President of Joint Council 10 in Boston. 


I wish to second a nomination of a man whose rise to his 
present position is a result of intellect, character and integrity. 
He has earned himself a place of great distinction in this great 
international union. 


This is aman who is endowed with relentless courage, vision, 
ability, and a profound faith in this union. 


Thomas Jefferson once said that the four cornerstones of 
character on which the structure of this nation is built are: 
Initiative, imagination, individuality and indepdence. That’s 
Billy McCarthy. He is clearly a unique and very talented in- 
dividual, and during his career has performed in an cutstanding 
manner. 


He is likewise noted for not only recognizing and anticipating 
problems, but, more importantly, for his uncanny ability to 
effectively resolve them. 


It is a great personal honor that I have the privilege of 
seconding the nomination of William J. McCarthy for 
reelection as 3rd International Vice President. Thank you. 


(Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: The Chair now 
recognizes Delegate Philip Guarnaccia, Local 493, for the 
purpose of seconding the nomination.

DELEGATE LUTHER WATSON, Local 480: Thank you, 
Mr. President, for recognizing me for the purpose of 
nominating a distinguished Southern Teamster. My home local 
480 is in Nashville, Tennessee. Our Joint Council 87 is made 
up of Tennessee, Mississippi, and parts of Alabama. We honor 
the Chairman and Director of the Southern Conference of 
Teamsters for his long-time leadership, courage, and effective 
direction. 
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Representing labor in the south is no easy job. It takes 
experience, know-how, loyalty and dedication, and a toughness 
and a vision to protect workers against those who would à 
destroy our union. 


Our Chairman and Director has demonstrated those qualities 
throughout his more than 30 years leadership in loca! unions 
throughout the Southern Conference as an International 
General Organizer, as the Chairman and Director of the area 
conference, and, then, an International Vice President for the 
past 15 years. 


Teamsters from Texas to Florida know him and honor him 
and respect him. He is good for the public relation of our 
Teamsters organization. Since our last convention, he has 
received the Eleanor Roosevelt Humanitarian Award. The cita- 
tion that accompanies that award states in part: “Joe Morgan 
has a well- established reputation for lending his efforts where 
help is needed and wherever a good cause needs a champion 
and freedom needs an ally.”

Mr. Chairman. we have in the Southern Conference of 
Teamsters an Area Director and International Vice President 
who is a truly outstanding labor leader. He leads by example 
and exemplifies all a great labor leader should be. 


He’s a truly devoted family man. He has a wonderful family 
who shares his love for this great union. 


He’s built the Southern Council of Teamsters on the 
foundation of total loyalty to all he works with and for. He 
sincerly cares about the welfare of the members of this union 
and shows such by his works and actions. He has the total sup- 
port of the Southern Council of Teamsters Policy Board. every 
State Conference, and every Joint Council in the Southern 
Conference of Teamsters. 


We all love Joe Morgan for what he is and what he stands 
for; and I'm proud to second the nomination for Brother 
Joseph W. Morgan as the Fourth Vice President of the IBT. 


(Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now recognize 
Delegate Jerry Cook, Local 528, for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination on Mike 8. 


DELEGATE JERRY COOK, Local Union 528: Mr. 
Chairman, I’m proud to stand before the delegates of this great 
International Union to second the nomination of our Area 
Director of the Southern Conference of Teamsters. Over the 
years that I’ve grown to know Brother Morgan and through his 
leadership in making what I consider the hardest area in these 
United States to represent working people, whereas the majority 
of states are under a Right- to-Work law and it takes a person 
like Joe Morgan with his leadership to continue to make us 
grow and survive.

Opposed?

DELEGATE PETER MOSLINGER, Local Union 213: 
Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Mr. Chairman, General Secretary-Treasurer Mathis, General 
Executive Board members, delegates, and honored guests: The 
man I am privileged to nominate today needs no introduction. 
His record of achievement, as well as his integrity, are legend- 
ary. This convention marks his 15th year as a member of the 
Teamsters General Executive Board, and I’m confident the 
beginning of another five years of service. 


The man I refer to has received many well-deserved honors 
and awards, both as a Canadian citizen and an accomplished 
labor leader. 


Starting as a construction worker and business agent for 
Local 213 in Vancouver, British Columbia, in 1954, he was 
elected President of Joint Council 36 two years later, a position 
he held for 25 years. In 1970, he was appointed to the Senate of 
Canada by Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, and he has served in 
that august body since that time, representing the interest of Ca- 
nadian trade unionists and all Canadian workers. 


One year later, at the 21st IBT Convention he was elected 
International Vice President. Thanks in great measure to his 
efforts, Teamster membership in Canada grew considerably, 
and in 1976 the Canadian Conference of Teamsters was estab- 
lished. In 1985 he was again appointed by you, Mr. Chairman, 
as Canadian Conference Director for another four years. 


A distinguished public servant. an energetic supporter of 
various charitable activities and a loyal friend to working 
people everywhere, my nomination for Fifth International Vice 
President is Edward M. Lawson. Thank you. 


(Standing ovation) 
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GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now recognize 
Delegate Louie LaCroix, Local 1999 for the purpose of 
seconding the nomination on Mike 9. 


.. Delegate LaCroix addressed the convention in French. 


DELEGATE LOUIE LaCROIX: Mr. President, it’s a 
privilege for me to second the nomination for Ed Lawson as 
Fifth Vice President of this great International Union. Since the 
creation of the Canadian Conference it has been my pleasure to 
work with him. He’s a hard working man totally dedicated to 
the membership and to this organization. 


In his capacity as Director of the Canadian Conference he 
has provided leadership and guidance to all Canadian locals. 
And during his directorship we work as a team. He’s your type 
of leader annd he stands tall with all of us. To say it simply, he 
gets the job done. 


As President of Joint Council 91 representing seven local 
unions, 27,000 members, we fully support him. 


(Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: The Chair now 
recognizes Charlie Thibault, Local 938, for the purpose of 
seconding the nomination for the Fifth Vice President. Mike 9. 


DELEGATE CHARLES THIBAULT, Local 938: Mr. 
President, fellow delegates, I'll be brief in the interest of 
expediting this matter and in the interest of getting us all to that 
party. 


I rise to second the nomination of Ed Lawson. I represent 
Local 938, also the principal officer of Teamsters Joint Council 
52 with 11 local unions at 29,000 members. Thank you very 
much, 


(Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Are there any further 
nominations?

... The convention delegation shouted “No.” 
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GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Now we can get out of 
here if you just take it easy for a minute. She's entitled to the 
mike and he’s entitled to the mike. We'll resolve this very fast. 


Go ahead. 


DELEGATE GEORGE FENNELL. Local 213: My name is 
George Fennell from Local 213 in beautiful Vancouver, British 
Columbia. the home of Expo "Se the greatest show on earth for 
this summer anyway. Mr. Chairman. Vice Presidents, Trustees 


_ and brother and sister delegates. I rise at this time to nominate 


for the position of Fifth Vice President a friend and brother 
who I have known for a long time. a friend and brother whose 
integrity as a trade unionist is unsurpassed: a man who donates 
more time to helping brother and sister union members with 
their labor problems than many paid officers do: a man who 
topped the poll in the delegate election to this convention in 
1981 and overwhelmingly attained the position as a delegate to 
this convention this week. 


He is an experienced leader who has been a member for 22 
years and a business agent and principal officer for eight of 
those years. Brothers and Sisters. I nominate Jack Vlahovic for 
the position of Fifth Vice President. 


... A chorus of boos was heard from the delegation. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Let’s have order. Mike 
12. 


DELEGATE DIANA KILMURY, Local 213: Mr. Chairman, 
members of the General Executive Board, delegates, alternates 
and guests. It is an honor and pleasure to rise at this time to 
second the nomination of Jack Churchill Vlahovic for Fifth 
Vice President of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters. 


... A chorus of boos was heard from the delegation. 


Like the man for whom he was named, Jack has fought 
many battles. And while the arena of his struggle has been on 
the union floor rather than on the beaches, and on the picket 
line rather than in the streets, the comparison is nonetheless 
apt, for he has never surrendered. He has during his !5-year 
tenure as a leader and driving force behind the reform move- 
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ment in Local 213, been courageous, tenacious and the epitome 
of the kind of tough trade union leader that built this great 
Internationa! Union of which we are all so justifiably proud. 


To Jack it is more important to fly high in the esteem and 
hearts of the membership than in private airplanes. His rewards 
are not monetary ones. 


... A chorus of boos was heard from the delegation. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I must tell the 
delegates that there is a one-minute limitation on the seconds. 
But go right ahead and finish it off. 


DELEGATE KILMURY: Thank you. His rewards are not 
monetary ones, but rather the satisfaction to be found in the 
advancement of the rights and conditions of the working 
people, the rank-and-file members of the Teamsters. His philos- 
ophy is best embodied by the message on a poster that he once 
gave me: “Labor consciousness is knowing which side of the 
fence you’re on. Labor analysis is knowing who is there with 
you.” ` . 


Well, brothers and sisters, ] say’ to you, the membership of 
Local 213 knows which side of the fence Jack is on. We also 
know who is not there with us. And we are the largest local 
union in Canada and the twelfth largest local in the IBT. 


I urge your support of this dedicated trade unionist for Fifth 
Vice President of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Jack Viahovic. Thank you. 


... A chorus of boos was heard from the delegation. 
GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Recognize Mike 12. 


DELEGATE NORM WILKINSON, Local 213: It is a great 
privilege to second the nomination of Brother Jack C. Vlahovic. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: That’s all. 
5th Vice President Lawson, do you accept the nomination? 


VICE PRESIDENT LAWSON: I am honored to accept the 
nomination to continue to serve as International Vice 
President, yes. Thank you. 
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(Applause) 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Before I do that, are 
there any other nominations? 


Àre there any other nominations? 

Are there any other nominations? 

Do you accept the nomination, Ed? 

VICE PRESIDENT LAWSON: Yes, I accept. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Jack Vlahovic, do you 
accept the nomination? 


DELEGATE JACK VLAHOVIC. Local 213: I accept the 
nomination. 


...A chorus of boos. 
GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Turn off the lights. 


Under Article IV, Section 2 of the International Constitution. 
we must have a division of the house. This is done by the show 
of hands among those delegates who were elected by secret 
ballot in their local unions. 


All of those that are in favor of the nomination and election 
of Vice President Lawson, please raise your hands. 


Everybody just stand still. Cameras are on. I want to take a 
good look. We are all up here. We can see what is happening. 


All right. Please put your hands down. 


All of those that are in favor — anybody that is in that aisle 
or in the other aisle that is obstructing. please move out of the 
way. Anybody that is an obstruction, move out of the way. 


All those in favor of Jack Vlahovic. please raise your hands. 
Wait a minute. Would you please keep your hands up. 


An overwhelming majority has shown their vote in favor of 
Ed Lawson. 
(Standing ovation) 


I counted no more than eight hands for Jack Vlahovic. With 
the ballots of the 1.950 hands that were raised for Vice 
President Lawson and less than 10 for Jack Vlahovic. I declare 
Vice President Lawson the winner. 
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(Applause) 
Is there a motion on the floor to close the nominations? 
Hold it. Mike 9. 


UNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: Mr. Chairman, if I may, on 
a point of privilege, and it is very important for us Canadians 
to know exactly how many did vote for Jack whatever- 
his-name-is. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Less than 10. 


UNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: Less than 10, is that 9 or is 
that 7? 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Seven. 


UNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: Seven. The record should 
state that. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I stated it. 
UNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: Thank you. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: All right. Is there a 
motion on the floor to close nominations? 


Mike 10. 


DELEGATE WILLIAM T. HOGAN, JR., Local 714: Mr. 
Chairman, I move the nominations for 5th Vice President be 
closed. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: Mike 4. 


DELEGATE JOHN J. CANARIO, Local 816: I second that 
motion. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: The motion has been 
made and seconded.

DELEGATE JACK VLAHOVIC, Local 213: I think you 
better check the count of that vote, because we have alone, we 
have eight delegates here and there were two delegates over 
there and there was two over here. That makes 12. It doesn’t 
make seven. So let's get the count right. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: No problem. There is 
no problem. Will all of the delegates-who are in favor in a 
division of the house who are in favor of Vice President 
Lawson, please raise your hands. 


Will you all please stand. 
All right, will you please be seated. 


Will all delegates who are in favor of voting for Jack 
Vlahovic please raise your hands and stand. 


Wait a minute. now. Everybody else stay down so I can 
count the hands. One, Doug Allan, sit down. One, two, three, 
four, five, six, seven, eight. Wait a minute. 


I counted nine. There is a vote back there. That’s nine. 
Is there any in the center? 
You have nine votes, Jack. Pardon me? 


Step out, step out. Come on out of there. Step out, Jack. One 
there, two there, come on, three there. Come on, the next one. 
Four. One, two, three, four, five, six, seven, eight and one over 
there is nine.

I now declare Ed Lawson is elected by an overwhelming vote 
as Fifth Vice President. I will ask the General Secretary- 
Treasurer to cast a white ballot. 


(Standing ovation) 
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Mike 1. 


UNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: The record does show 10 
and not 12 like he tells us? 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: It shows 10. 
UNNIDENTIFIED DELEGATE: Thank you. 
GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: We have a very 


nervous candidate who is coming up next, and we have to be 
calm and cool to get this thing moving along. 

Mike 14. 

DELEGATE DONALD JOHNSON, Local 174: Mr. 
Chairman, this is for a point of information. We still have 10 
vice presidents yet to go. I thought if possibly the 
Parliamentarian could tell me, I believe that when you called 
for anymore nominations three times, and there are none, can 


you not declare the nominations closed rather than going 
through another motion? Because that might save another 30 
minutes. SÉ 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I need the second, I 
need the motion and the second, ‘and then I can declare the 
white ballot. As long as there is no other nominations for a 
candidate. 


DELEGATE JOHNSON: Okay. I thought you could declare 
it without the motion. That’s all. 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I need the motion.

Sixth Vice President 


GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now declare 
nominations open for the office of 6th Vice President. 


Delegate Robert Pavolka, Local 599, has asked for the mike. 
Mike 13. 


DELEGATE ROBERT M. PAVOLKA, Local 599: Mr. 
Chairman, members of the General Executive Board, brothers 
and sister delegates, alternates and guests. It is a tremendous 
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pleasure to stand before you for the purpose of nominating a 
man, a gentleman, for the 6th Vice President of this interna- 
tional union. A man of superior strength and leadership ability, 
Arnie Weinmeister is highly respected by all of us whose good 
fortune it has been to know him. I would like to start by 
congratulating him on his selection to the very prestigious Na- 
tional Football League’s Hall of Fame. 


(Applause) 


Most of us are aware, of course, of his powers on the football 
field, first at the University of Washington and then as a five- 
time all pro selection while playing with the New York Giants. 


At the conclusion of his football career in 1956, Arnie put his 
toughness and good sportsmanship to work for the Teamsters 
as a Western Conference Organizer. He was elected Secretary- 
Treasurer of Local Union 117 in Seattle six years later, and has 
been reelected as a principal officer of that local for eight con- 
secutive terms.

Four Freedoms Retirement Center in Seattle. 


Arnie has used his communication skills to spread the 
message of the Teamsters and the labor movement wherever he 
has appeared. He is a born leader who has served us well. and I 
am very proud to place in nomination for the Sixth Vice Presi- 
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dency of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters a very 
close friend of mine and a friend of all, Arnie Weinmeister.

GENERAL PRESIDENT PRESSER: I now recognize 
Delegate Mike Riley of Local 986 for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination, and Mike is up here at the dais. 


VICE PRESIDENT MICHAEL J. RILEY: Thank you, Mr. 
Chairman. 


General President, General Secretary-Treasurer, members of 
the Executive Board, delegates and guests: 


It is my privilege to second the nomination of a man I ‘have 
known and worked with for over 30 years. Arnie was hired in 
January, 1956, and I was hired in April of 1956. In our fledgling 
years as organizers and business agents we worked together 
many, many times and developed a close, warm, friendly and 
very personal relationship. Over the years we helped each other 
through many hardships, both business and personal. 


It has at times been rough, to say the least, but the rough part 
has always been surpassed by the joy. friendship and affection 
that develops over the years of working together for this great 
organization.

Treasurer of Local 938. Kansas City, Missouri.

first local union community service department in the Chicago 
land area. He’s a long-time leader of the Chicago Urban 
League, a member of the Joint Training Partnership Councils to 
aid dislocated workers to find jobs. All of this and more. A 
man with quiet approaches to problems, a quality many of us 
call class. 


Brother and sister delegates, 1 am proud to place in 
nomination for the office of the 10th International Vice 
President one of our most outstanding trade unionists and 
community leaders, the President of the great Local 743 in Chi- 
cago, Mr. Donald Peters. Thank you.

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Grand Jury Probes Presser Lawyer 


Climaco’s Alleged Dealings With Indicted FBI Man Studied 


By ROBERT L. JACKSON and RONALD J. OSTROW, Times Stoff Writers 


CLEVELAND—Alleged deal- 
ings between John R. Climaco, 
defense lawyer for Teamsters 
President Jackie Presser, and in- 
dicted FBI supervisor Robert S. 
Friedrick are under investigation 
by a federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington, The Times learned Thurs- 


day. 

The disclosure is the first indica- 
tion that the activities of Climaco, 
also the general counsel for the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, are under scrutiny. The 
information about Climaco is 
contained in a sealed Justice De- 
partment motion filed in federal 
court in Cleveland on June 13. 


Related Cases 


Because of the constitutional 
guarantee to effective counsel, it 
would be highly unusual for prose- 
cutors to try to bring charges 
against a lawyer who is engaged in 
defending a client in a related 
matter. Presser was indicted in 
Cleveland last month on labor 
fraud charges; the Washington 
grand jury that is looking at Clima- 
co's conduct already has indicted 
Friedrick on charges of making 
false statements in the Presser 
case. 


Sources who have seen the Jus-. 


tice Department motion gave no 
explanation of what conduct by 
Cli maco is under investigation. But 
one ‘count filed against Friedrick 
last n. onth charges that he covered 
up’ the. fact that he had met “on 
~ yarious:occasions” last June with 


Climaco and Presser to discuss a 
strategy “which would avoid an 
indictment of Jackie Press- 
er...” 

Prosecutors decided to inform 
US. District Judge George W. 
White that Climaco is a subject in 
the grand jury inquiry in the hope 
of avoiding a later charge by 
Presser that he had been ineffec- 
tively represented because his at- 
torney himself was under federal 
scrutiny, sources said. 

At a hearing Thursday, White 
rejected a request by two Cleve- 
land television stations to open all 
documents in the case and ruled 
that they should remain sealed 
until after the Presser trial. The 
documents would cause prejudicial 
pretrial publicity “even though 
they have no bearing on the culpa- 
bility of the defendants them- 
selves,” the judge said. 

Climaco urged White at the 
hearing to keep the Justice Depart- 
ment motion and the other papers 
sealed, describing them as “highly 
prejudicial.” He added that he re- 
garded the motion as part of “a 
deliberate attempt by the govern- 
ment to manufacture publicity. I 
represent not only a defendant but 
a victim of the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment.” 

Afterward, he refused to com- 
ment when asked about being 
designated a subject in a grand jury 
investigation. 

A subject in such a inquiry is 
defined by the U.S. attorney’s 


An ve 


manual as “a person whose conduct 
is within the scope of a grand jury’s 
investigation.” Subjects are per- 
sons who are believed to have 
participated in a suspected criminal 
enterprise or to have “highly rele- 
vant” information about the opera- 
tion but who will not necessarily be 
charged, a Justice Department 
source explained. 


Department rules do not require 
that subjects be informed that their 
conduct is being investigated. Tar- 
gets of investigations must be so 
informed; the U.S. attorney’s man- 
ual defines a target as “a person as 
to whom the prosecutor or the 
grand jury has substantial evidence 
zalinking him or her to the com-” 
mission of a crime and who in the 
judgment of the prosecutor is a 
putative defendant.” 


It was also learned Thursday 
that prosecutors have told Press- 
er's defense team that, for the first 
time, the government will officially 
acknowledge in the Friedrick case 
that Presser has been an FBI 
informant. Friedrick served as 
Presser’s “handler,” or control 
agent, for part of the period, ac- 
cording to government sources. 


Disputed FBI Order 


The trial of Presser and two 
Teamster co-defendants in Cleve- 
land is not expected to begin until 
after Friedrick’s trial in Washing- 
ton on five counts of making false 
statements to Justice Department 
lawyers and FBI agents who were 
investigating the department's 
controversial decision not to indict 
Presser on Jabor fraud charges last 


year. 

In a related development, sourc- 
es familiar with the case said 
Thursday that FBI documents 
show that a 1983 order from FBI 
Director William. H. Webster re- 
moving Presser from the informant 
rolls did reach Cleveland, despite 
Friedrick’s contention that he - 
knew nothing of the order. ': 

According to associates, Fried- 
rick has said he continued’ to 
receive information from Presser 
through 1985 and that no order 
about dropping Presser was ever 
relayed to him. ` 

Another source involved in the 
case said Presser was perhaps “the 
most unusual informant the bureau 
ever had.” When the Teamster 
leader agreed in the eariy 1970s to 
supply information, he insisted that 
no FBI file be maintained on him 
“and there was none, until 1983,” 
this source said.
